Meets with Ben-Gurion 


Jerursiem Post Diplomatic Reporter 

Secretary of State William Rogers 
yesterday beld his first meeting in 
Israel with elder statesraan David 
Ben-Gurion, at Mr. Rogers’ explicit 
request. Sources close to the Sec- 
retary said ‘he had wanted to meet 
Mr. Ben-Gurion particularly after 
he Wad read iast month's interview 
in the “Saturday Review” with Is- 
rael's first Prime Minister. Mr. 
Rogers felt that his own and Mr. 
Ben-Gurion's views on Israel's fu- 
ture borders were close, it was ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion confirmed after 
the half-hour meeting at the King 
David Hotel that he bad explained 
his position on the borders, but he 
had stressed to Mr. Rogers that 
these were his own personal opl- 
nmions and that his was in fact a 
“lone view.” ῃ 


(Mr. Ben-Gurion has stated on a 
number of occasions since the 1967 
Six Day War, that for true peace 
Israel should return all the territo- 
ries, except for East Jerusalem and 
the Golan Heights.) 


Mr. Rogers told him that President. 
Sadat does want peace, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion said. 

Shortly after their arrival at the 
King David Hotel in Jerusalem, Mr. 
Rogers, accompanied by Assistant 
Secretary of State Joseph Bisco. and 
King David Manager Zvi Avrami, 
walked down from his third floor 
suite, which overlooks the Old City, 
to Mr. Ben-Gurion's suite on the first 
floor. There was smiling and hand- 
shaking as dozens of photographers 
and television cameramen were al- 
lowed into the room for a few 
minutes. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion asked Mr. Rogers 
whether it was true that he had 
never ‘been here before, to which the 
Secretary replied that H was indeed 
his ‘first visit to Israel, During the 
actual talk only Mr. Rogers and 
Mr. Slseo remained with the Prime 
Mintster. ' 

Shortly after the meeting with 
Mr. Rogers, Mr, Ben-Gurion saw 
Dr. Ya’acov Herzog, the Director- 
General of the Prime Minister's 
Office, and met later with Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan.

SOVIET IMMIGRATION NOT

WASHINGTON (INA). — Secre- 
tary of.

KATMANDU (AP). — A mem- 
ber of the French National As- 
sembly said yesterday that national 
jealousies were tearing apart the 
International expedition to Mount 
Everest. 

Dr. Pierre Mazeaud said the 
leader of the expedition, Norman 
Dyhrenfurth of the United States, 
and his deputy, Lieutenant Colonel 
James Roberts of Britain, wanted 
to have only the British members 
reach the 29,028-foot-high summit 
firoagh the unconquered southwest 
ace. 

Be said the leaders’ jealonstes 
were behind the decision to call off 
the attempt to reach the summit 
through the traditional South Col 
Route, although the members of 
this group were within ten days of 
success, 

‘Mazeaud quit the expedition last 
week, along with Michael and Yvet- 
te Vaucher, the husband-and-wife 
climbing team from Switzerland, 
and Carlo Mauri of Italy. All be- 
longed to the “South Col group.” 

Mazeaud said the expedition’s lead- 
ers told him thut if Mrs. Vaucher 
reached the summit through the 
South Col and became the first 
woman to stand atop Everest, there 
would not be any public interest in 
whether the rest of the expedition 
succeeded in conquering the south- 
west face. 


‘In fact, the leaders did not want 
the first woman, Mrs. Vaucher, the 
first Italian (Nauri); the frst 
Frenchman (Mazeaud); the first 
Norwegian (Odd Eliassen) or the 
first Pole (Jorzy Surdel) to be on 
the top of Everest,” Mazeaud told 
newsmen. “They only wanted the 
Gritish members to reach the top.’ 

The dition, now down to 26 
members from its original strength 
of 32, includes 10 Britons, of whom 
two belong to the main climbing 
group. The rest are journalists. 

The 34-year-old Mrs. Vaucher, 8

Mercury danger warning 
for American swordfish 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Food 
and Drug Administration advised 
the public yesterday to stop eating 
swordfish becawse 95 per cent of 
all samples examined were conta- 
Mminated with poisonous mercury. 
Government officials acknowledged 
the virtually unprecedented warning 
would probably destroy the sword- 
fish industry. 

Tt ds “particularly important” that 
children and women of child-bearing 
age refrain from consumption of 
the seafood, the FDA said following 
completion of a three-month Gov- 
ermment testing programme for 
Mercury in swordfish. A group of 
American and Canadian medical ex- 
perts endorsed its findings. 

“Despite extensive recalls by ma- 
for distribution chains, despite FDA 
seizures totalling 832,000 Ibs., and 
despite overall cooperation of sword- 
fish brokers in withholding up to 
four million 105. from the market, 
the agency is still finding swordfish 
available to the public at or over 
the guideline,” said FDA chief 
Charles Edwards.

Soviet relations 


Coming on top of the political 
embarrassment it has suffered at 
home from the Chinese diplomatic 
offensive, this deterioration in Ja- 
pan's relations with the Soviet 
Union is being taken very serious- 
ly. The Sato Cabinet held a spe- 
celal meeting to see how it could thaw 
out relations with the Soviet Union 
again. It came to the conclusion that 
the Russian change of attitude was 
intended to warn Japan ageinst get- 
ting too close to China. 

The major trouble is, though, that 
the dour and ponderous Russian 
approach to these matters contrasts 
only too obviously in Japanese 
eyes with the flair of China's new 
diplomacy.

An- 
other great influx of Jews took 
place during the two World Wars, 
Jews from Russia having fled the 
revolution and, a generation later, 
German and East European Jews 
escaping the clutches of Hitler. 

Russian Jews founded communi- 
ties δὲ Harbin, Tietsin and else- 
where: at its peak, the population 
in these areas numbered some 
26,000 during World War IL The 
Harbin community is of consider- 
able interest, since, following the 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria in 
the thirties and forties, Jewish life 
in those years became necessarily 
interrelated with a new presence.

A MEMORANDUM PRESENTED TO 
MR. SECRETARY OF STATE 
WILLIAM P. ROGERS, 

ON HIS VISIT TO ISRAEL, 6th MAY, 1971

Dear Sir; 


We, the undersigned, scientists and men of letters, deans and 
members of academic institutions in Israel, wish to lay our thoughts 
before you regarding the issues presently confronting Israel in the 
international arena. We represent many different shades of opinion 
and of political affiliation, ‘but we are united in our common concern 
for the future existence and security of our country. 


As responsible citizens of Israel, we are happy to welcome you 
as an honoured guest in our midst, and we do so with all cordiality 
and good will. We confess, however, to some anxiety regarding the 
circumstances of your present visit and its purpose. We remember 
vividly the part played by your predecessor, Mr. John Foster 
Dulles, in about Israel's withdrawal from Sinai following 
the Suez War. It is quite obvious now that that withdrawal, 
brought sbout also by U.S. pressure, was a direct cause in 
creating the conditions for the Six Day War in 1967, and this 
experience and memory are deeply imprinted on the minds of 
all sections of the Israeli people. In the HUght of this past 
experience, we are daconcerted that you should suggest once 
again that Israel repeat the fatal errors of 1957 and, by with- 
drawing from Sinal, expose herself once again to mortal danger. 
No one will doubt that you are fully aware that the Suez Canal 
line constitutes the only significant barrier between us and the - 
threat created by the Russian missiles and the armies of Egypt and 
its confederates. 


In addition to the immediate threat that withdrawal from this 
line would pose to Israel’s security, we feel bound, as citizens of the 
free world, to stress once more the grave dangers of Russian 
‘domination of new areas in Africa, Asia, the Indian Ocean and’ 
the Persian Gulf, which would be facilitated by the opening of 
the Suez Canal and the positioning of Egyptian and Russian forces 
east of Suez. We find it impossible to conceive what advantage 
would accrue to the U.S.A. and to her world-wide interesta 
from permitting the Soviet Union to extend ita influence in 
these new directions, and in particular from allowing Soviet power 
to secure a foothold in the Sinai Peninsula. The only sure way of 
preventing this is surely to leave Israel in firm control of the Sinai 
Thee up to and Including the eastern bank of the Suez Canal 
itself. 


An Israeli withdrawal without American guarentees would 
surely leave 8 power vacuum in this important strategic area and 
sow the seed of future wars. On the other hand, in the event of 
genuine and binding American guarantees — a possibility which 
seems to us very remote — such withdrawal would pave the way 
for an armed confrontation between the super-powers. And as for 
doubtful “safeguards” provided by an international peace-keeping 
force. this notion wen back to us painful memaries of May and 
June 1967. There are in addition the even graver dangers which 
would result from Russian infiltration into such a “peace-keeping” 
machinery. Such international forces would become a screen 
for imperialistic ‘competition and manoeuvring for position and 
would surely be in direct conflict to the interests of the peoples of 
the area. If Egypt genuinely desires that the Suez Canal should be 
opened for trafic, there is no reason why this should not be accom- 
plished without the withdrawal of Israeli forces from the east bank. 
Im this connection we would like to mention President Nixon's 
statement. that Israel should not be expected to withdraw 
from the present cease-fire llnme before the conclusion of a final 
peace agreement Israel, in agreeing to the opening of the 
waterway, has made an important concession and has taken 
a calculated risk in the interests of world peace and commerce. 
She shouki not be expected to do more than that and to endanger 
her own security into the bargain. 


Myr. Secretary of State, we trust that you will utilize your visit 
to Israel to see for yourself the great and important steps which 
Israel has taken in the direction of building peace between the Jew- 
ish and the Arab peoples. You will see in Judea and Samaria, as 
well as in Jerusalem. how the two peoples are learning to live side 
by side in peace and prosperity. We feel that here is where the 
peace-making efforts must begin and that here is the example which 
the international community should keep before itself in considering 
the future of Isreel-Arab relations. Peace will come to the area not 
through Israeli withdrawal from areaa vital to her security but 
through the slow, patient and laborious effort of the peoples of 
the region to live side by side in comity and develop their com- 
mon interests through dally contact, Since we are assured that 
the peace and security of this area is a prime aim of American 
policy, we urge upon you the thought that the key to such 
Peace and security Hes in a strong and territorially viable 
Israeli State. 


Mr. Secretary, the views which have been widely attributed to 
you, minimizing the importamce of geographical data on circum- 
stances of modern warfare, are of course well known to us. For this 
reason we must stress our deep conviction, based upon past ex- 
perience and the opinion of experts, that a major Israeli withdrawal 
— ag urged under various plang which have been associated with 
your name — would almost inevitably be a step in the direction of 
a renewed conflagration. This might endanger not only the immediate 
security but the very surviva) of Israel. Since we are convinced 
that this ts by no means an aim of yours or of the U.S. Government, 
we can only respectfully ask you to re-appraise your approach to 
the great problem. facing not only you but considerably more so 
the people of Israel.
